Ne w Radio Rules 
Made For Alaska 
By the U5. Board 


Washington. Oct. 28— Ending the 
present system of Independent private 
radio communication chains in Alasks. 
the U*. Radio Commission has ruled 
that after December 31 the only li¬ 
censes it will grant for point-to-point 
and coastal services in the territory 
and its waters will be given to publio 
service communication companies. 

Th; commission Is aiolwlng three 
groups of communication channels for 
Alaska use. one for point-to-point 
work, another for coastal communica¬ 
tion with ocean-going vessel*, and a 
third for abort range traffic with 
small boats. Radio telephony Is pro¬ 
vided for in the Utter class and part 
of the land communication systems. 

At present the army maintains one 
communication system in Alaska and 
private c a nn i n g and mining interests 
have others. One public utility con¬ 
cern he* been formed, it U understood, 
but this has not yet offered the pro¬ 
posal to take over Alaska communica¬ 
tion channels. 

Small craft channels are reserved for 
fishing fleets of the canning com-* 
ponies, which are understood to be 
planning to equip each boat with a 
radio telephone set.

When Hasael finally returned to Da¬ 
mascus. he left Paleetine prostrate. 
Israel waa so reduced In alee aa to be 
no larger than Judah, and Judah wax 
laid under heavy tribute 

But with the death of Hasael the 
whole situation changed Damascus 
Itself waa suddenly plunged Into a 
death struggle with its neighbors on 
the north and east, leaving the He¬ 
brew kingdoms a chance to regain 
their freedom. But then almott im¬ 
mediately Judah and Israel again fell 
to warring against each other. Israel 
emerged the victor An army of 
northerners invaded Judah, looted 
the palaor and temple, and carried off 
hostage* to Insure future good con¬ 
duct. And thenceforth Judah re¬ 
mained a vassal of Israel until Israel 
waa destroyed. 

There followed e generation of pros¬ 
perity and espanaion for the Hebrew* 
The downfall of Damascus gava lkrael 
a Chance to reconquer all the north 
country aa far aa the River Euphrates, 
and gave Judah a chance to retake 
Edom down to the Red See. So now 
the Hebrews were masters again of al¬ 
most all of the territory that David 
bad conquered.

other. Judah, the southern kingdom.

PASSENGERS AND STAY-AT-HOMES TO HEAR RAILROAD’S RADIO 


Canadian National Puts Own CoasMo-coast Chain 


ion— First Big Canadian Network—And Has Receivers on Its Crack Trains 


E ARLY in the summer of 1933 
a party of Brooklyn news- 
« papermen were making an' 
excursion across t'anadr. on a 
special train, and aa a novelty, 
tha Canadian National Railways 
decided to broadcast them a 
message of welcome to Canada. 

The experiment wax success¬ 
ful and the Brooklyn journal¬ 
ists received the first broadcast 
to a moving train. 

To-day all the Canadian Na¬ 
tional Railways transcontin¬ 
ental train* and a great many 
of ita other expresses are 
equipped with radio. It owns 
twelve broadcasting stations 
from coast to mast and the only 
tranacontinental aystem of 
wires under one direction |p 
Canada auitable for broadraat- 
ing. 

It inaugurated this year the 
only system of ita kind in Amer¬ 
ica, telephone trnnamiaainn and 
reception on hoard moving 


adding at leaat twenty or more 
millions of people to ita audi¬ 
ence. 

STARTED TESTS IN 1903 

A lot of hard work waa done, 
however, before train reception 
waa accomplished. As far back 
aa October 13, 1902, Sir Ernest 
Rutherford, a professor at Mc¬ 
Gill University, transmitted sig¬ 
nals by wireless to a aperial train 
on the Grand Trunk Railway 
System while it was speeding 
toward Montreal. The Grand 
Trunk System is pow part of 
the Canadian National Rail¬ 
ways. 

After the experiment with 
the Brooklyn newspapermen in 
1923 Sir llrnry Thornton, the 
Ameriran-hnm president of the 
Canadian National, gave his 
senior vice-president, W. D. 
Robb, the job of developing the 
new radio department. Robb 
had two main plana to work on. 
One waa to equip all the trains 
of tkr \yatem with receiving acts 
and the other waa to astahllsh 
broadcasting atyiona. This 
waa the first time In the history 
of railroading that radio waa 
made part of the aerviee offered 
hy a railroad to the traveling

THE SEA AT 1VOHK 

Parallel to the shore runs a wagon road End 
a telegraph line. The grass grows among the 
smorfth flat and rounded stones left here by the 
aea when Its waves swept across the present j 
shore-line ynd washed the foot of the low hills ; 
fronting the Straits. Once they terminated in I 
cliffs like thoee eeen far away to the west between I 
Tugwell and Muir, but rain and time together 
have hidden their precipitous (ace under sloping 
banks of plant-covered soil. Not far. from the 
■wagon-road winds s cow-path, pleasanter by far 
for the pedestrian because the cattle have choeen 
the leas atony places for thgto trail, sacrificing 
dlrectnaaa to comfort, and so the well-trodden 
ribband Is cut Into the black humus of the old 
beach. About half a mile along the shore's dark 
headland of rock projects abruptly from the land. 
There is a strong swell, though the surface of 
the sea is calm and glassy, and the “league- 
long rollers" are thundering on the beacp, and 
as they recede, rasping the beach harshly with 
the gravel drawn from the shingle-bank. But 
against the headland they break In clouds of. 
spume and mist so that while one stands inland 
the damp and salty air may be felt upon the 
cheek The headland gives excellent illustrations 
of erosion by the aea. The nearer rock being mas 
alve and without conspicuous lines of weakness 
la smoothly worn by the waves and presents a 
rounded outline. But farther on. where fissures 
afford a way for the attacking waters, steep - 
watted coves and narrow gullies break the hard 
basalt and make it Impossible, at high tide at 
least, to follow the shore. The nearer rock Is a 
rather curiou s one. It contains innumerable 


more or leas rouhded fragments of a very scort- 4 
aceous lava whose ateam-cavltlea are now filled 
with a variety of minerals such as quarts, epi- 
dtfte, ealcite and xeolltea. The color la purple 
and green, spotted with the lighter-colored min¬ 
erals of the amygdules. But farther on a denao 
basalt succeeds and It to In this that the narrow 
gullies appear. Not more than a few feet across , 
an<) twenty or thirty feet in depth and penetrat- 
t Ing the land for fifty or slaty feet, their walla 
* *re Jagged and black. The ass comet rushing up 
the confined apses to break with a null crash 
against the Inner end. In one the gully to almost 
concealed from sight about one-third of tho way 
In. The rambler, looking down from above, sees 
at first ogly a narrow hollow almost wholly filled

6f the act upon such a gully Imprisoni ths sir 
and results In a booming explosion. There to 
tljus a curious combination of sounds Impinging 
on the ear 'as one rests on the grass near the 
edge of one of these ruts in ths rock: The 
distant thunder of the long breaker on the 
strand, its crash as it strikes and rebounds In 
clouds of spray and streams of foaming wager 
from tho wet black rock, the swish and boom of 
ths water la the long gullies and cavarnoua hol¬ 
lows. 

A HIDDEN FERN LAND. 

From my couch cf moss and grass I look 
away over ths blue-green water to 8h erring ham 
lighthouse In the west, with tha land rising abovo 
Shirley district to Mount Campbell, while to thj 
east e second fish-trap appears. A greet tramp 
steamer peseta, gray In tha far haze, and e file of 
dark sea-birds flying low quickly vanishes frpm 
tight. The dlymplca ere hidden from base to 
summit. # 

As the coves and gullies ere marks of the 
sea's gradual demolition of the rocky headlands ee- 


thelr wells show evidences of tha friendly offloee 
of plants. I have often to record their works of 
destruction, but I must beer witness that their 
efforu are not at all directed to breaking down. 
They ere also among the greet protective forces 
of the earth. A remarkable Instance oec ure m 
the steeper, narrower gullies. We have on thle 
coeat a polypody fam of the same genus as our 
common one. popularly known ee the licorice 
fern." But while the latter to an Inland dweller, 
loving damp and moeay rocks and trees, this other 
one Is found always In the closest proximity to 
the aoa. Until a few years ago It was supposed to 
fie found only on the shores of the open ocean. 
Mr. Fraser of Ucluelet. to whom 1 was Indebted for 
the Drat specimen I saw. found It later growing 
on a small island In the harbor ml that place. I 
hive also found a few plants In the vicinity of 
Beecher Bay. where It grows Just above high tide 
and where 14 toesfmsed to thv astt spray or winter 
storms. But so small to the quantity that I doubt 
whether there are more than two dosen fronds 
altogether For yaen I hsva sought for if up and 
down the coast, from Muir Creek to Jordan River, 
and I woe therefore the more delighted when I 
came acroae It In abundance growing tn^the gul¬ 
lies of this mcky headland. It gives ona a de¬ 
lightful surprise when on looking down Into the 
depths of ona of. the huge black-walled crevices 
the darkness la aeen broken by sheets of living 
groan, tha shining fronds of Bcouler's polypody. 
The f er n gro w hke the .licorice fern, from a run¬ 
ning root-stock, and It la tha thldkly matted 
masse# of this that give It Its gslue as a protector 
and conaerver of tha rocks against the depreda¬ 
tions or the aea. Np other plant grpws on the 
walla of the gullies in anything Ilka such profu¬ 
sion. A few scattered plants of ara-plantain and 
sea-lavender or thrift are almost the only vegeta¬ 
tion or ths aca-chasma. with their ssmt-darkneaa 
and exposure to salt spray. The finger-thick 
roots of Bcouler's polypody ore thep all tbs mprt 
precious to the wave-beaten cliffs, and although 
tha batiks may be a losing one. yet Its end Is at 


while tbs. dense greenery of the leathery fronds, 
glistening as If varnished, make some resistance 
to the penetrating reins. 

A HAVEN OF QUIET 

Returning to the road.which .in pert oolncldae 
with the trail, a few hundred yards' walk brings 
ma to e thickly-wooded corner where, passing 
between dense shrubbery on each side, s foot¬ 
bridge. delicately swung, crosses s ravine and 
brings me to another fish-trap cabin. Here an 
aged Chinaman to engaged in preparing dinner 
and on my asking about the way ahead <for I ' 
planned to round Otter Point), one of the irfen 
in charge appears from within.

The steep slope would 
be beyond any means of descent except sliding or 
rolling were it not densely covered with shrubby 
growth. So I find myaelf In a thicket of bracken, 
salal. klnnlklnnlk and blackberry, which furnishes 
a good grip for the hand* and a little toas oertatn 
hold for the fast. Bo steep la tha angle that at 
•acta step 1 seem to venture into empty space, 
broken only by n few t ough branches End roots. 
At first knee-deep, the thicket becomes gradually 
taller, until aa the base of the hillside to ap¬ 
proached the bushes are almost level with my 
bead and increasingly lower the foot finds Its 
next slender resting-place. But at last the drift¬ 
wood la reached, against wnlch the waves are 
lapping.

Captain Blanene Leathers has 
a right to feel elated. She was 
born “behind the Jcvee.” as they 
say, h daughter of James S. 
Douglas wealthy saga.- planter. 
In the ’70s she was -one of the 
moat beautiful belles of the 
lower valley. Then, in 1880, 
she married Captain Boland & 
Leathers, whose father, old Com¬ 
modore T. P. Leathers, owned 
the famous old packet Natchez 
and raced it against the Robert 
E. Lee, in the most famous 
steamboat contest in all hiatory. 
Commodore Leather* was king 
of the river and his son was 
crown prince.

U difficult for leaser minds to dismiss 
the experiences which cams to him In 
hto brilliant life, but which would not 
be possible to them, as the mere off¬ 
shoot • of an unbounded Imagination. 

He fjsquenMy went Into trances. Of 
these hto wife sold that they formed 
"a definite feature of our life." His 
adventures In these trances were of 
the most marvelous sort, they were so 
far from the perception of the ordinary 
Imagination that the sceptical must 
utter, with scorn. "Madness!" 

But were they? 

On hie deathbed, knowing that 
earthly life was at an end for him.
